The 
Act has already been passed in Arizona, Con- 
necticut, Massachusetts, New Jersey, Ohio, 
Rhode Island, and the passage by other states 
seems probable. As the Act is in the main a 
codification of existing Common Law, it seemed 
appropriate to the design of explaining the 
meaning of the Act to treat fully the Common 
Law of Sales. Accordingly, the book treats ex- 
haustively the Law of Sales as It exists where 
the Sales Act has not been passed. In such 
jurisdictions the provisions of the Act, though 
not having the force of a statute, conveniently 
summarize the Common Law. 

The important subject of Sales and Pledges 
by means of bills of lading an£ warehouse re- 
ceipts has been treated with especial fullness, 



and it is believed that the author's treatment 
simplifies a somewhat difficult branch of the 
law. As draftsman for the National Conference 
of Commissioners for Uniform State Laws, not 
only of the Sales Act, but of the Warehouse Re- 
ceipts Act (now passed by ten stales, including 
New York, Massachusetts, Illinois, Iowa and 
Ohio), and of a bill to make uniform the law 
governing bills of lading, and as counsel for the 
Committee on Bills of Lading of the American 
Banker's Asociation, the author has had excep- 
tional opportunities of discussing with railroad 
men, warehousemen and bankers, as well as 
with lawyers and legislators, the practical as 
well as the legal aspects of bills of lading and 
warehouse receipts. The portions of the book 
devoted to this topic are believed to be of great 
importance. 

The subject of delivery by tne buyer and re- 
tention of possession by the seller, which has 
been the subject of many and conflicting de- 
cisions, has been treated with greater fullness 
than in any other work. The law of each state 
is separately stated, and its decisions fully col- 
lected.
